.possible  in  watime)  for  the  years  1939  to  I943  inclusive,  v/hich, 
ing  a period  of  five  years,  show  more  exactly  the  health  of  the 
ict. 


. .Dicing  these  three  years  there  have  been  no  outstanding 
epiclemics  of  infectious  disease,  nor  was  there  any  evidence  of  deter- 
lor^ion  in  the  general  health  of.  the  community,  owing  to  war  or  other 
concLitions.  Somewhat  fuller  details  are  now  fiven  for  each  year.
